III. PURPOSE AND NEED 
 

The Hal Rogers Parkway (HR 9006) is part of the corridor that connects a large area of Eastern 
Kentucky with Interstate 75 in London and the Cumberland Parkway in Somerset. The purpose 
of this project is to provide a new access to the Hal Rogers Parkway that will improve system 
connectivity and contribute to the transportation infrastructure improvements needed to support 
and enhance economic vitality in Eastern Kentucky. 
 

IV. DBE REQUIREMENT 
 

Consultants should include a DBE Participation Plan with their Response to Announcement. An 
additional page will be allowed with the Project Approach (page 7) in the Response to 
Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in the Evaluation 
Factors for the DBE Participation Plan.

The selected Consultant will be required to conduct Preliminary Engineering studies to identify 
appropriate typical section, utility impacts, line and grade, and a dependable cost estimate. 
 
The selected Consultant may be required to provide engineering services to perform Final 
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Roadway Design, which may be added to the contract agreement by a Contract Modification 
when Preliminary Engineering is complete. Final Roadway Design will include the preparation of 
any design studies, drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, and cost estimates.

Consultant shall supplement this information with conventional surveying as needed. 

 
XI. STRUCTURE DESIGN 
 

When the project advances to Final Roadway Design, and if the selected Consultant is retained 
for Final Roadway Design, they shall do the necessary engineering service to submit to the 
KYTC an Advanced Situation Folder(s) for the appropriate applicable structure(s). Structure 
Design Services may be added by Contract Modification. Prequalification in the area of 
Structure Design is required to be identified in the Consultant’s Response to Announcement.
